“My wife and I were trying to do 
some shopping and ran into one of the 
boys I’ve arrested in the past and he 
wanted to confront me in front of my

State audit asks Sheriff's Office to repay $670 to calendar account

In its annual review of the Henry 
County Sheriff’s Department, the 
state auditor’s office declared $670 in 
disbursements to be inappropriate and 
that they must be repaid. 

According to a press release from 
State Auditor Adam Edelen, the audit 
found $670 dollars spent in Henry 
County Sheriff Danny Craven’s 2012 


financial statement that did not follow 
an acceptable accounting principle for¬ 
mat. The auditor’s comment included 
the opinion that money spent on items, 
like a deputy’s $200 wedding gift, were 
not, “..reasonable or necessary as a 
function of the Sheriff’s Office.” 

Cravens said the ruling of audits and 
the auditor’s opinion changes year to 
year. Cravens said money raised from 
the sheriff’s office calendar isn’t tax¬ 
payer money, and the previous year’s 


auditor said the money could be spent 
as the office saw fit. 

“I wish they would just set the regu¬ 
lations and I would stick to them,” 
Cravens said. “What you can do with 
revenue not generated from taxpayer 
money changes with each auditor’s 
opinion year to year.” 

Stephanie Hoelscher, communica¬ 
tions director for Auditor of Public 
Accounts Adam Edelen, said the report 
isn’t a huge crisis. 


“We emphasize that every audit 
stands on its own. Audits are snapshots, 
we couldn’t possibly look at every 
transaction and can’t look at what was 
said in the past,” Hoelscher said. “This 
isn’t a huge crisis. The sheriff agreed 
to our response sometimes this audits 
they are looked at as serious wrongdo¬ 
ing but they are supposed to be used as

Reduction of road fatalities remains in our hands 


One of the more per¬ 
sistent challenges facing 
our country is find¬ 
ing ways to reduce the 
number of people killed 
or injured in a traffic 
accident. 

In one sense, we 
have come a long way. 
Four decades ago, for 
example, the number of 
highway fatalities regu¬ 
larly topped 50,000 a 
year, but the figures 
for 2011 were the low¬ 
est the United States 
has seen since 1949, a 
testament to tougher 
laws, safer roads, more 
focused enforcement 
and better technology 
in the cars and trucks 
we drive. 

A sizeable portion of 
that progress came in 
just the six years before 
2011, when the coun¬ 
try’s, and Kentucky’s, 
totals declined by a 
fourth. 

That trend, unfortu¬ 
nately, began to turn 
the other way last year,

although it looks like 
2013 will put us back 
on track. According 
to the Kentucky State 
Police, preliminary 
estimates through the 
first 10 months of this 
year show a 12 percent 
decline in fatalities 
when compared to the 
same period in 2012. 

Overall, KSP report¬ 
ed there were nearly 
148,000 traffic acci¬ 
dents last year involving 
almost 207,000 drivers. 
Most of the accidents 


- about two-thirds - 
resulted only in prop¬ 
erty damage. 

When looking at 
just the 706 fatalities, 
males outnumbered 
females almost two to 
one. Most of the vic¬ 
tims were also relatively 
young, with nearly 60 
percent under the age 
of 44. 

October had the 
most traffic accidents 
last year, but May had 
the most fatalities. 
Among the days of the 
week, Saturday and 
Sunday nearly tied as 
being the most deadly, 
while Monday had the 
lowest totals of the 
seven. 

As for the human 
factors behind all traf¬ 
fic accidents, inatten¬ 
tion, over-correcting, 
substance abuse and 
speeding were under¬ 
standably among the 
chief causes. While one 
of the smaller factors, 
improper use of cell 


phones was nonethe¬ 
less responsible for 10 
fatalities, just two less 
than falling asleep at 
the wheel. 

Teenage drivers, who 
make up about 7 per¬ 
cent of all licensed driv¬ 
ers in Kentucky, were 
involved in 16 percent 
of all collisions last year 
and 10 percent of the 
state’s fatalities. There 
has at least been a posi¬ 
tive downward trend 
in these categories over 
the last few years. 

In other good news, 
the number of alcohol- 
related accidents has 
continued its generally 
steady decline over the 
last half-dozen years, 
and seatbelt usage 
continues to increase 
across Kentucky. The 
2008 rate of 73 percent 
moved to 84 percent 
last year. 

At the other end of 
the spectrum, safety 
equipment remains 
mostly absent in motor¬ 


cycle and ATV deaths. 
Of the 98 motorcyclists 
killed last year, 61 were 
not wearing a helmet, 
and for ATV users, only 
one of the 16 fatalities 
wore one. 

Over the years, the 
General Assembly has 
taken several steps to 
make our roads safer. 
That includes lengthen¬ 
ing the time it takes for 
new teenage drivers to 
get their license; low¬ 
ering the legal limits 
for DUI; and stopping 
texting while driving. 
Our law enforcement 
has also ramped up its 
patrols, thanks in part 
to such campaigns as 
‘Drive Sober or Get 
Pulled Over’ and ‘ Click 
It or Ticket.’ According 
to a recent legislative 
study, KSP — and its 
Division of Commercial 
Vehicle Enforcement — 
issued nearly 700,000 
traffic citations alone 
between 2009 and 
2012 . 


In the not-too-dis- 
tant future, we may all 
be much safer as pas¬ 
sengers in self-driving 
cars, but until then, the 
responsibility to keep 
our roads safe remains 
in our hands. As we 
approach the holidays 
and the winter weather 
that follows, I encour¬ 
age you to drive a little 
slower and avoid any 
distractions. As another 
popular driving cam¬ 
paign puts it, it can 
wait.

family,” Jones said. “I told 
him, c You need to go on 
Chucky, leave me alone 
and cool out. I’m here 
with my family and you 
guys need to go on and 
leave us alone.” 

Jones said he calmly 
walked away from his 
family into another aisle, 
wanting to put some dis¬ 
tance between Jackson, 
the juvenile and his family. 

According to the 
report from Officer David 
Stratton of the La Grange 
Police Department, as well 
as Jones’ personal account, 
the juvenile got in front of 
Jones and took a picture 
of him with his phone. 
Jackson approached Jones 


from behind and started 
shouting. 

“The older boy ran 
behind me and started 
making an accusation that 
I had hit the younger 
one,” Jones said. “I think 
they were trying to coach 
me into a violent act. One 
of the customer service 
managers tried to escort 
them out the door. They 
(the employee) didn’t 
know I was an officer.” 

According to Jones, 
Jackson and the juve¬ 
nile then went to 
the Eminence Police 
Department and when 
they found they would 
have to wait until the 
morning to file a report, 
they returned to La 
Grange. 

Stratton was dispatched 
to Walmart after the juve¬ 
nile accompanying Jackson 


reported that an off-duty 
EPD officer had started 
yelling and grabbed him. 
The juvenile stated that 
Jones harassed his family 
and he wanted something 
done about it. 

Stratton asked Whitney 
Lyell, a Walmart asset 
protection associate, to 
show him the camera 
footage of the incident. 
Upon reviewing the video, 
Stratton wrote that, fit 
showed the (juvenile) go 
up to Eminence Officer, 
O.C. Jones, and put his 
phone in his face and take 
a picture.. .Jackson ran 
up behind Jones and it 
looked like a verbal alter¬ 
cation took place.’ 

Strattton stated that 
at no time during the 
incident did Jones touch 
either of the males during 
the confrontation. 


Stratton charged the 
juvenile with falsely 
reporting an incident and 
2 nd degree disorderly con¬ 
duct. When the juvenile 
was placed in custody, 
Jackson started cursing 
Stratton according to his 
report. Stratton charged 
Jackson with 2 nd degree 
disorderly conduct. 

“It goes to show police¬ 
men get harassed too. 

It doesn’t happen very 
often but this is one of 
those incidents,” Jones 
said. “It’s a shame people 
can’t just go shop. (Police 
officers) see people we’ve 
dealt with all the time. 
Sometimes they apologize 
for what they’ve done and 
we try to give them advice 
and you have to worry 1 
percent that want to retali¬ 
ate.”

At the time, I had looked 
for other people, talked to 
other people and no one 
was interested. I talked to 
my son about it because 
he is self-employed. We 
went through that process 
with him and got him 
trained. We let him fill in 
and get court experience 
and fill in those gaps and 
it did put us over.” 

Cravens explained that 
his son took military leave 


at the same time then 
Sheriff Deputy Dustin 
Hamilton left the force 
and he was short handed 
with no one to cover the 
shifts that would prevent 
other deputies from get¬ 
ting overtime. 

“It wasn’t any mis¬ 
management. It wasn’t 
anything to that nature,” 
Cravens said. “If Dustin 
(Hamilton) hadn’t left we 
wouldn’t have been over. 
Well, we still could’ve 
been over, but it wouldn’t 
have been as big of a deal. 

Henry County Judge- 
Executive John Logan 
Brent asked Cravens if 
he looked throughout 
the year to see where he 
was at — such as start¬ 
ing halfway through the 
Sheriff’s Office budgeted 
year. Cravens said he 
will ask Sheriff’s Office 
manager Deeanne West 
where the office’s budget 
and hours were at, but 
sometimes extended court 
hours make it beyond his 
control. 

“Do you have any idea 
where you were June 30 
of this year whether you 
were ahead or behind,” 
Brent asked. “You were 
about $7,000 ahead. 
Halfway through the year, 
you were $7,000 ahead. 

In other words, you spent 


$7,000 for half a year, 
which would be a red 
light to say, Tm heading 
down a dangerous road 
here.’ And that was before 
Dustin left you.” 

Brent said he had pulled 
the Sheriff’s Office num¬ 
bers to ascertain where the 
office was halfway through 
the year. Cravens said he 
was unaware of the over¬ 
age and relied on West to 
keep him abreast of the 
office’s spending. 

“At the end of June, 
you hadn’t even had the 
fair yet and you are going 
into tax time,” Brent said. 

“I’m just trying to 
provide more service to 
the community with what 
we got,” Cravens said. 
“That’s what the public 
elected me to do and I 
would think I would have 
support from fiscal court 
because it’s your fam¬ 
ily and friends and you 
all that are getting the 
same service. If you all 
are willing to give up that 
service and not have any 
law enforcement from the 
Sheriffs Office out there 
that’s another thing. The 
constitutional law says 
that Sheriff’s Office has 
to provide some of these 
services.” 

Cravens said he didn’t 
feel like he had any sup¬ 


port or cooperation from 
the fiscal court without 
an argument. Magistrate 
Nick Hawkins didn’t think 
that was exactly true. 

“I think that we have 
more than cooperated 
with the Sheriff’s Office,” 
Hawkins said. “We have 
amended his budget, we 
have adjusted his salary 
cap numerous times and 
we are here recommend¬ 
ing the committee to do it 
again. I think Danny does 
a good job and we were 
elected as a body to man¬ 
age the county’s finances 
and sometimes when we 
work together we are not 
always going to agree.” 

The motion passed 
and $5,500 was taken 
from the sheriff’s escrow 
account and was added to 
the Sheriffs Office budget 
for part-time labor. 

But the other con¬ 
tentious subject matter 
involved nepotism — the 
sheriffs position of his 
hiring his own son and 
the sheriff as a constitu¬ 
tional officer having his 
own personnel policy. 

“I am in full agreement 
that a constitutional offi¬ 
cer doesn’t have to use 
our personnel policy, “ 
Brent said. “According to 
what I’ve been told they 
have to go by our ethics 


ordinance.” 

Brent argued that 
as judge-executive he 
couldn’t be held account¬ 
able for the Sheriff’s 
Office payroll if the sheriff 
had his own personnel 
policy. Hawkins interject¬ 
ed that he had an attor¬ 
ney’s opinion regarding 
nepotism when Cravens 
mentioned hiring his son. 

“The sheriff can have 
his own personnel policy. 
The legal counsel said 
that the ethics ordinance 
applies to all constitutional 
officers,” Hawkins said. 
“So I feel the right thing 
to do is amend our ethics 
policy to include a clause 
on nepotism.” 

Hawkins proposed 
that no spouse, child, 
stepchild, parent, sibling, 
grandparent, grand¬ 
child, or in-law of a 
county office may not be 
employed or appointed to 
any paid full-time position. 

Henry County Attorney 
Virginia Harrod stated she 
had a letter to the state 
attorney general about the 
ethics ordinance. 

“There is a specific 
ICRS on ethics codes,” 
Harrod said. “In 1999, 
we amended an ethics 
ordinance from 1994 
that stated you couldn’t 
hire family under (former 


Henry County Judge- 
Executive) Tommy 
Bryant.” 

Harrod explained that 
the original ICRS from 
1994 had to be adopted 
by county governments or 
they would lose funding 
from the state and she was 
still waiting on a ruling 
from the attorney general. 

Cravens disputed that 
he was governed by 
another set of Kentucky 
Revised Statutes specific to 
sheriffs. ICRS 70.030 states 
that, “.. .the sheriff may 
appoint his or her own 
deputies and may revoke 
the appointment at his or 
her pleasure except where 
that revocation is prohib¬ 
ited.” 

“I’m not going to 
discriminate against my 
son if he is qualified for 
the job,” Cravens said. 

“I go by the law of the 
land. It states that, c .. .No 
sheriff whose county has 
adopted a deputy sheriff 
merit board (which Henry 
County doesn’t) shall 
appoint a deputy who is a 
member of the immediate 
family of the sheriff.” 

Henry County Fiscal 
Court will consider a sec¬ 
ond reading and adoption 
to the proposed ethics 
amendment 5:30 p.m., 
Wednesday.

tools and to help them 
go forward.” 

Hoelscher admitted 
that public officials and 
the auditors both seek 
clarifications in the way 
funds get spent and 
under what regulations 
spending must abide by. 

“In the case of the 
calendars, we would view 
that as raising money 


and it has to be (used) 
for a public purpose,” 
Hoelscher said. “I know 
it is a source of frustra¬ 
tion for city officials that 
have had multiple years 
and audits where we may 
or may not have said 
it was okay how things 
were reported, but every 
year’s audit stands on 
its own. These are snap¬ 
shots, because we didn’t 
put something in an 
audit one year doesn’t 
necessarily means it is 
okay. We evaluate levels 


of risk.” 

The audit listed six 
items that didn’t meet 
auditor’s guidelines: pay¬ 
ment to fiscal court for 
Christmas dinner $213; 
deputy wedding gift 
$200; Sheriff’s Office 
advertisement on football 
field $100; a gift basket 
for a sheriff’s convention 
$50; Halloween candy 
$92; refreshments for 
election night $15. 

Some of the expendi¬ 
tures were used as a way 
to connect to the com¬ 


munity in a good light, 
Cravens said. 

“The wedding gift 
should’ve never been 
done. We usually take 
up collections around 
the office for someone 
and why we did that 
— my mind must’ve 
been in a million other 
places,” Cravens said. 
“The advertisement on 
the field wasn’t anything 
political. It didn’t have 
my name on it anywhere. 
It just shows the office 
supports local sports and 


the Halloween candy, the 
county Christmas din¬ 
ner that was all done for 
the community no single 
person benefited from 
that.” 

The audit quoted the 
1958 court ruling in 
Funk v. Milliken stat¬ 
ing that, ‘...Kentucky’s 
highest court ruled that 
county fee officials’ 
expenditures of public 
funds will be allowed 
only if they are necessary, 
adequately documented, 
reasonable in amount, 


beneficial to the public 
and not primarily per¬ 
sonal in nature.’ 

The auditor recom¬ 
mended the sheriff pay 
$670 back to the calen¬ 
dar account from per¬ 
sonal funds. 

“I won’t argue about 
it. You have to pay it 
back,” Cravens said. “I 
wish they would just set 
regulations I can follow 
instead of ruling differ¬ 
ently every year on what 
you can or can’t do.” 


Berry accepts Richard C. Holbrooke Distinguished Achievement Award

Wendell Berry was 
honored as the 2013 
winner of the Richard C. 
Holbrooke Distinguished 


Achievement Award 
as part of the Dayton 
Literary Peace Prize 
Sunday, Nov. 9. 

Berry joins other distin¬ 
guished writers like Elie 
Wiesel, who wrote about 


his experience in German 
concentration camps, 
Barbara Kingsolver and 
Studs Terkel. 

“In a time that spends 
so many words and dollars 
upon conflict, it is encour- 
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aging to be noticed for 
having said a few words 
in favor of peace,” Berry 
said during his acceptance 
speech. 

“Violence against our 
world and our fellow 
beings finally cannot be 
disassociated from the vio¬ 
lence of untruth. How can 
we continue to insist that 
our land destroying, water 
and air polluting agricul¬ 
ture is the only way to 
feed the world? Moreover, 
why should we continue 
to believe that our gov¬ 
ernment is uniquely to be 
trusted with our weapons 
of mass destruction.” 

Berry paralleled the vio¬ 
lence of war with the vio¬ 
lence of an industrial soci¬ 
ety to the land and envi¬ 
ronment. Irresponsible 
land use that caused soil 
erosion is no different 
than coal companies that 
use mountain top removal 
as an aggressive means to 
mine resources, according 


to Berry. 

Violence in our present 
society also extends to our 
freedom and Berry drew 
the line from an irrespon¬ 
sible culture of violence 
that eventually attacked 
it’s freedom under the 
guise of security. 

“We speak of freedom, 
of our God-given free¬ 
dom, of defending, using 
and destroying freedom as 
of something memorized 
in grade school and never 
thought of again,” he said. 

“We might as well be 
talking in our sleep. We 
have been so thought¬ 
less and so careless of our 
freedom for so long that 
by now we cannot see 
that our assumed right 
to be limitlessly violent 
would finally bring us to 
violence against freedom 
that may destroy it and it 
will be extremely difficult 
to oppose. 

“I am speaking of our 
present massive effort of

so called national security, 
comprised of an immense 
force of secret police 
regulated by processes 
and persons equally secret 
and possessing a gigantic 
technology of surveillance 
also secret which it has 
used to intrude into the 
private communications of 
every citizen of our own 
country and evidently 
every citizen in the world 
who has the misfortune of 
a computer or telephone. 
And all of this with no 
hint of probable cause and 
without a sham or shadow 
of due process. “ 

The over-extended 
actions of national security 
were a legal insult to the 
constitution and personal¬ 
ly to ourselves, Berry said. 
The public compromise in 
the name of national secu¬ 
rity seems dumbfounding. 

“Almost as dismaying 
as this secretive and tyran¬ 
nous security is the talk 
among people reputably 
intelligent of the need to 
balance freedom and secu¬ 
rity. Balance is an unfor¬ 
tunate word here. For it 
raises two extremely peril¬ 
ous questions: Who is to 
load the scales and who is 
to position the fulcrum,” 
Berry asked. 

“In our customary glib- 
ness about freedom, are 
we now supposing that it 
is a substantial commodity 
some of which can be por¬ 
tioned off and exchanged 
for another commod¬ 
ity called security? But 
there can be no balance 
between freedom and 
secret police, freedom and 
universal suspicion, free¬ 
dom and tyranny, there is 
only choice.” 

If Americans have cour¬ 
age, we will choose free¬ 
dom, Berry said. And by 
choosing freedom we will 
use it. 

“We will use it to 
oppose our government’s 
frivolous and dangerous 
secrecy, which it imposes 
upon us under the claim 
of security, but really to 
hide its abusive power 
and its shame, “ Berry 
said. “Peace comes from 
freedom, real freedom. 

It comes from responsi¬ 
bility real acceptance of 
responsibility. Freedom is 
not simple. For it always is 
involved with responsibil¬ 
ity. The relation between 
freedom and responsibil¬ 
ity is not a balance to be 
expediently adjusted by 
governments or citizens 
who without both can 
have neither.”

In Jesus, there are no little people 


Zacchaeus was a wee 
little man who climbed 
up in a sycamore tree 
to see Jesus (See Luke 
19). Zacchaeus’ story 
made me think of two 
of my school friends. 

Seth was short — 
really short. Being 
short didn’t seem to 
bother him in elemen¬ 
tary school, but by 
the time we reached 
junior high, Seth was 
not happy about being 
short. Given the size 
of his parents, Seth 
wasn’t likely to be any¬ 
thing but short; but, 
Seth didn’t understand 
genetics; or if he did, it 
didn’t change his atti¬ 
tude about being short. 
Seth started acting 
big — big, as in bigger

than his breeches. He 
started running with 
the big boys and brag¬ 
ging about his exploits 
— real and imagined. 

By the time we reached 
the ninth grade, some 
of us were always rescu¬ 
ing him and trying to 
sober him up. It didn’t 
work. The last time I 


saw Seth, he was still a 
little man trying to be a 
big man. 

Horace was tall, 
well built, and muscu¬ 
lar beyond his years. 

We were in the ninth 
grade before I remem¬ 
ber meeting Horace. 
When he arrived at our 
school, our football 
coach couldn’t wait to 
get him on the team. 

He was just what our 
line needed. In spite of 
Horace’s stature and 
muscular build, he was 
a little guy—at least in 
his own eyes. Like Seth, 
Horace kept trying to 
prove he was bigger 
than he was. 

Although I didn’t 
fully agree with Seth’s 
reaction to being short, 


I sort of understand it. 
But why would anyone 
the size and build of 
Horace need to try to 
be bigger than he was? 
As a high school stu¬ 
dent, I couldn’t fully 
explain the actions of 
either of my friends. I 
was baffled... perhaps 
as baffled as I suspect 
Horace and Seth often 
were, both by their 
actions and the conse¬ 
quences that followed. 

I think I know the 
answer now. Shortness 
and littleness is not 
merely about height 
and build. It’s a mental 
and emotional thing, 
and a spiritual thing. 

Zacchaeus was a 
wee little man. I’ll 
take Luke’s word that 


Zacchaeus climbed the 
sycamore tree because 
it was the only way he 
was assured of seeing 
Jesus. But Zacchaeus 
was little in other ways. 
He had taken a job that 
guaranteed he would 
be alienated from many 
of his own people. He 
was a tax collector for 
the Roman govern¬ 
ment. His fellow Jews 
saw him and his ilk 
as traitors. In spite of 
being despised by oth¬ 
ers, he was successful 
at his job. Yet success, 
like beauty, is often just 
skin deep. Zacchaeus 
didn’t need to look 
into the eyes of oth¬ 
ers to see how little he 
was. He needed only 
to look inside his own 


mind and heart. 

Who knows why 
Zacchaeus wanted to 
see Jesus! Maybe it was 
just curiosity. Maybe he 
had heard what Jesus 
had done for others 
and hoped it might be 
so for him. What we do 
know is what happened. 
Jesus saw him perched 
in the tree and bade 
him come down. What 
happened next would 
make anyone a bigger 
person. Jesus invited 
himself to Zacchaeus’ 
home. 

On that day, 
Zacchaeus became a big 
man, and he learned 
that where Jesus abides, 
there are no little 
people.

It's time to ham it up 


It is time to sign up 
for the Country Ham 
Project. This project 
begins when the raw 
or green hams arrive 
at the Henry County 
Cooperative Extension 
Service office, usually 
on a Saturday in the 
middle of January. 

When the hams arrive 
there are stations set up 
where youth and adults 
prepare the hams with a 
mixture of salt, season¬ 
ings and brown sugar. 
They are then wrapped 
and hung in the ham 
house until spring. 
Around spring break 
the 4-H member’s hams 
are cleaned and then 
rehung to go through 
the summer sweat. 

The week before the 
Kentucky State Fair, 
4-H’ers clean the hams 
and polish them so that 
they are ready to be 
entered into the state 
competition. On the 
first Thursday of the 
fair 4-H’ers from across

the state will gather 
to give a speech on a 
given topic. Youth only 
compete against other 
4-H’ers that are born 
in the same year and 
there are only three 
people in the room 
that the speeches are 
given. While speeches 
are being presented, 
the hams are also being 
judged. Last year there 
were over 650 partici¬ 
pants. At the end of the 
day everyone comes 
together for the awards 
ceremony. 

All 4-H youth must 
prepare two hams at the 
cost of $55, accord¬ 
ing to the guidelines 
of the project. If you 


are an adult and would 
like to join us you are 
welcome to do so. 

This year we are offer¬ 
ing adults to cure one 
ham at the cost of 
$30.00.

equate dehumidifica- 
tion and large tempera¬ 
ture variations within a 
home. 

Heating units that 
are too small will not 
provide enough heat to 
be comfortable during 
very cold weather, and 
air conditioners that are 
too small may not be 
able to adequately cool 
and dehumidify your 
home during warmer 
months. 

Central air and heat¬ 
ing is delivered via 
a duct system. The 
duct system needs 
to be properly sized, 
installed, sealed and 
insulated.

Report on the Financial Statement 

We have audited the accompanying statement of revenues, expenditures, and excess fees - regulatory basis of the County Sheriff of 
Henry County, Kentucky, for the year ended December 31,2012, and the related notes to the financial statement. 

Management’s Responsibility for the Financial Statement 

Management is responsible for the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement in accordance with accounting practices 
prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of Kentucky’s regulatory basis 
of accounting as described in Note 1. Management is also responsible for the design, implementation, and maintenance of internal 
control relevant to the preparation and fair presentation of the financial statement that is free from material misstatement, whether due 
to fraud or error. 

Auditor’s Responsibility 

Our responsibility is to express an opinion on the financial statement based on our audit. We conducted our audit in accordance with 
auditing standards generally accepted in the United States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in 
Governmental Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for Countv Fee 
Offic ia ls issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards require that we plan and perform 
the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the financial statement is free from material misstatement.

As described in Note 1 of the financial statement, the financial statement is prepared by the County Sheriff on the basis of the 
accounting practices prescribed or permitted by the laws of Kentucky to demonstrate compliance with the Commonwealth of 
Kentucky’s regulatory basis of accounting, which is a basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the 
United States of America. 

The effects on the financial statement of the variances between the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1 and accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, although not reasonably determinable, are presumed to be material. 
Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted Accounting Principles 

In our opinion, because of the significance of the matter discussed in the Basis for Adverse Opinion on U.S. Generally Accepted 
Accounting Principles paragraph, the financial statement referred to above does not present fairly, in accordance with accounting 
principles generally accepted in the United States of America, the financial position of each fund of the County Sheriff, as of 
December 31,2012, or changes in financial position or cash flows thereof for the year then ended. 

Opinion on Regulatory Basis of Accounting 

in our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the revenues, expenditures, and excess 
fees of the County Sheriff for the year ended December 31, 2012, in accordance with the basis of accounting practices prescribed or 
permitted by the Commonwealth of Kentucky as described in Note 1. 

Other Reporting Required by Government Auditing Standards 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated July 10, 2013 on our consideration of the 
Henry County Sheriff s internal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, 
regulations, contracts and grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is solely to describe the scope of our testing 
of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not to provide an opinion on the 
effectiveness of the Henry County Sheriffs internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. This report is an integral part 
of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards in considering the entity’s internal control over financial 
reporting and compliance.

Redhounds down Wildcats 24-10

Despite home-field advantage and 
giving their all, Henry County fell to 
Corbin, 24-10, in the first round of the 
Kentucky High School Class 3A playoffs. 

The Wildcats started strong and held 
a 10-3 advantage at halftime but could 
not keep the offense moving in the sec¬ 
ond half as Corbin rallied for the right 
to advance to the second round to play 
district rival Wayne County. 

The Wildcats got on the scoreboard 
first on a 2 5-yard field goal by Jacob 
Buckley with 5:44 to go in the first 
period. The Cats stopped Corbin cold on 
their first series and then drove from the 
Corbin 49-yard line to the 10-yard line 
before the drive stalled out. 

Mason Fish had strong runs of 18 and 
13 yards during the drive. After Fish’s 
18-yard run, the Cats were called for a 
15-yard penalty. After his 13-yard run the 
Cats were called for an illegal procedure 
penalty that made it 1st and 15. The two 
penalties hurt the Cats’ chances of getting 
to the end zone and forced them to settle 
for Buckley’s field goal. 

On the ensuing kickoff, Buckley kicked 
it deep and the coverage was strong as the 
Cats pinned Corbin at their own 15-yard 
line. 


a long gain in Friday night's first round playoff loss. 

Corbin managed a couple of first 
downs before the drive stalled out, and 
the Cats got a big break when the punter 
fumbled the snap and had to fall on the 
ball at the Cats’ 20-yard line. 

The Cats got five yards on first down 
on an Austin Hartsell run. Fish then 
picked up five yards on two inside runs to 
get the first down at the 10-yard line. 

Fish then fought his way for seven 
tough yards to make it second and goal 
from the three-yard line. Fish injured his 
ribs on the play and was out for the rest 
of the game. 

The first quarter ended after Hartsell 
ran twice to get to the one-yard line and 
leave the Cats at fourth and goal. 

Another illegal procedure penalty com¬ 
ing after the break made it fourth and 6, 
and the Cats called timeout to set up the 
play as they decided to go for it instead of 
settling for the field goal. 

Corbin anticipated the play and 
Hartsell was tackled for a 4-yard loss to 
end the threat. 

Corbin then drove quickly downfield 
with several long runs to reach the Henry 
County 8-yard line. Henry County called 
its second timeout of the half to stop the 
Redhounds’ momentum and the ploy was 
successful. The next three plays netted 
no gain, and Corbin settled for a 2 3-yard 
field goal to tie the score at 3-3.

The Cats’ final possession of the half 
started from Henry’s 43-yard line with a 
five-yard keeper by quarterback Brennen 
Peniston. The Cats steadily moved the 
ball downfield, but a holding penalty 
negated a third-and-4, nine-yard run 
by Ethan Tuggle to make it third and 
13. Cameron Johnson was caught for a 
one-yard loss to make it fourth and 14 
and the Cats punted, hoping to pin the 
Redhounds deep in their own territory. 

The Cats caught a huge break as 
Corbin was caught with 12 men on the 
field at the time of the punt, leading to a 
15-yard penalty and a first down for the 
Cats from the Redhounds’ 35-yard line. 

After short gains by Tuggle and 
Hartsell, Bodie Clark ripped off an 
11-yard run to make it first and 10 from 
the 20-yard line with 20 seconds left in 
the half. 

Clark then found a big hole in the mid¬ 
dle of the Corbin line and took the ball in 
for the touchdown. Buckley’s extra point 
gave the Cats a seven-point lead going 
into halftime.
